.White House." Cabinet members, he pointed out, cannot reply 
on the floor of congress to congressional critics. The President 
disagrees with most or a!! of these critics, and he thinks that th? 
correspondents should not give much space to attacks made by 
them on his official family. He instances the Watson attack on 
Hoover as deserving far less news space than it has received. 


Of course, Secretary Hoover in his capacity as an organizer! 


is the President's strongest evidence for the point he attempts to! 
make. But even this evidence is worth little. Mr. Hoover has 
his faults and his virtues. He will bo more watchful for being 
criticized, and if his record is a good one he can defend it ef- 
fectively. The debates of congress are heard by the nation in 
the newspapers of the nation.
